. Tung necessity of Romanising the Chinese 
language still occupies the attention of 
interested people. The latest attempt seems 
to be that of the Education Association of 
China, an association connected with the 
religious mission, “This transliteration of 
Chinese writing into Roman spelling is no 
attempt ato universal speech, like the 
‘> defunet Volapuk or the modern Esperanto. 
It changes no lenguage or dialect, but 
it is a practical and practicable mea, 
sure for oxtending the influence, of the 
language already jn. use. None of the 
traditions of Chinese literature are threat- 
ened, unless it be the facility for the graphic 
puns which tho similarityof many ideographs 


" Jing afforded. The. best colloquial diction | 


- of Mandarin of any dialect can be just as 

” gyal, if not better, preserved. by writing it in 
the Roman ulphabet as in the bewildoring 
serawls of the écholar. In Japan, the same 
system, under the name of Romaji, is ‘under- 
stood quite well by the natives, and it has 
een x wonderful help to foreigners desirous 
_.of learning Japanese. Without it, a very 
expressive ‘language, and one. that in 
this form is by no meana difficult to 

_* acquire, would have _ bean closed to 
i all Enropeans except the very few with 
time to memorize thousands of ideographs, 
or to take lengthy lessons orally. The same 
difficulty arose in Japan that promises-to 
hinder the adoption of a Chinese Romaji, 


an instance of tho bewilderment likély. to 
occur unless one particular usage bo agreed 
upon, ‘Tho.second word is pronounced, 
according to the English spelling, as 
“hay,” and not “ high,” as Romajé students 
would imagine. But even when tho refor- 
mers agree to-use one spalling, an apparent 
ignorance of phonetics may mar their efforts. 
Marks for accent or. aspiration are always 
cumbersome, and there is no real need, for 
them. ‘Ph,” if the student be made to 
realise that the Romaji is intended to he 
phonetic, and that there is already a letter 
“".js much to be, preferrad .to tha mis-, 
sionary dovice of “ P 4.” We are also unable 
to find any excuse, for a conjunction like 
“Dj” Not even a Chinese tongue can 
achieve any real difference in the pronun- 
ciation of “ djang ”’ and “Jang.” Thus the 
newest system of ‘Romanising Mandarin, 
‘ainiple as it seems, could probably be much 
mors siwplified. The advantage to the 
foreigner and the Chinese pupil alike, of 
having to learn, instend of five or ix thou- 
sand characters,only twenty-seven “initials” 
nnd thirty-eiht “ finals,” is obvious, With 


those syllables, in easy combinations, it, 


should not be difficult to run the whole 
}gamutof’ the four hundred syllables thut 
the new system erabraces. It will be con- 
sidered a pity in.some quarters that an 
Association doing sucli a great work for the 
education of the Chinese masses should be 
doing it with the object in chief of sup- 
pluntiag Far Eastern superstitions with the 
superstitions of the Near East. Thus, we 
ure told that “country women have been 
taught the Romanised in three months and 
have lenrned to read the whole. Bible avd 
stood an examination in certain important 
truths, Thus, in three months ono--hope- 
lessly illiterate goes home with complete 
access-to the best thought of the world.” 
For being able to rend, and being able to 
understand or discount what one réuds, are 
two different things; and no amount of 
Romaji loro. will give to the native the 
capacity to grasp the real meanings which 
haye been the subject matter of learned 
squabbles in Europe for the last thousand 
years, Whether the whility to read their 
native newspapers will nelp ‘the Chinese any, 
further on the road to happiness is also 
another question, the answer. to which can- 
not rensonably be expected of us.

fow yoars ago, ond since then has acted 28 Chief 
Surgeon at the St. Luke's Hospital.

1891, Professor Seriba 
went into thé affeoted provinces.and worked 
most energetically for several woaks,for which bo 
received an official. letter of thanks from the 
Minister of Education. Since 1893, Dr. Scriba 
held the honornry position of physician to the 
German Legation in’ Tokyo, aud hag always 
shown himself s disinterested and faithful 
adviser in sanitary offairs, His merits have 
Tn : 1893 the 
Grand-Duke of Hesse appointed him Professor, 
and he haa been tho recipiont of the following 
decorations, arranged in the order Gonferred -—

Who Toes not s00 
him still as jovial chairman on our Emporor's 
birthday celebrations! Who does not remember 
with pleasore his strong sense of humour on 
thoxd dud other occasions! 


ACCIDENT COMPENSATION * 
* BOR MARINERS. 


Following up their representations to the 
Departmental Committes appointed by the 
Home Secretary to consider this subject, tho 
Morchant Service Guild hove lately been 
submitting tothe Board uf Trade the recom- 
mendations ¢f the Commities s¢ to mwarinora 
receiving compensation after injuries sustained 
in following their ovcipation, The Guild, in 
communicating with the Board, stated that 
thoy were given to understand that the Homo 
Socratary was cousidering the extonsion of the 
Compensation Act to othor forms of omploy- 
ment, but as the Committee’s recommondationa 
wore to tl ©<fect that an extension to raricers 
would-mo » properly be brought about by 
Amondmenis to the Merchant Shipping Act, it 
was trusted that the Board of Trado on thoir 
put were taking the necessary measures to 
give pragticd effect to the Cummittoo’s recom- 
mendations. Alro, as the legal definition of the 
term ‘‘seameo” does not include masters 

‘lots, or apprentices it was urged that it sroatd 
bo unjust and unfair to ‘exclude these from 
participating in the benefits which would: arise, 
particalarly ns it was said that. in the case ot 
masters, the aprieties and responsibilities were 
for greater than. otbers of the crew, and in 2d- 
dition, the ‘risks which thoy pnderwent were 
exactly similer. The Guild referred to their 
correspondence with Mr. W. 8. Robson, K.C., 
MP., who was the introducor of a Billinto Par- 
lisment propoving to extend the Compensation 
Act to seamen, and who was in accord with 
their views as't» the inclusion of masters. A

Trade, wherein the important information ix 
forvished, that they have under consideration 
the question of preparing s Bill for the purpose 
of granting to soamen bencfits similar to those 
grented to othor workinen under the Workmen's
